HOLLY, Colo.. March 28—(AP)—Five children were 


frozen to death in a school bus stranded in a blizzard forty- 
five miles northeast of Lamar, eighteen other children, occu- 
pants of the bus, were in a serious condition today. The 
storm swept the region Thursday. 


News of the tragedy, -which oc- 


curred late Thursday night, reached 
here this morning as the bodies 
•were brought from the prairie coun- 
try near Towner, Colo.

The children range in age from 8 


to 14 years 
Carl Miller, driver of the bus and 


father of one of the children, had 
not been found this morning. His 
bus stalled in the snow. Miller left 
in search of help and became lost 
in drifts which ranged from 10 to 12 
leet. Survivors Being Cared For. 


The eighteen children who sur- 


vived are being cared for at farm 
homes. The southeastern Colorado 
farm territory was hard hit by 
snows of Thursday and Friday. 
Parents of the twenty-three chil- 


dren, alarmed at the failure of the 
school bus to arrive, organized a 
search late Thursday, but it was not 
.•until late last night the bus was 
found stalled in deep snow.

Probably To High Court. 


As the hearing closed, the chances 


appeared two to one that the con- 
stitutional question involved would 
eventually be referred to the Su- 
preme court of the United States. 
U. S. Attorney Charles E. Sandall 
of Omaha and his assistant, Rob- 
ert 
Van Pelt of Lincoln were 


agreed that they would appeal if the 
demurrer was sustained. With per- 
mission of the attorney general, they 
may go directly to the highest trib- 
unal, without the formality of 
a 


hearing m the circuit court of ap- 
peals. 
T. S. Allen, chief counsel for Sey- 
mour, also declared that if he was 
overruled on the demurrer aad- 
sequently lost in the jury trial, he 
would carry the case to the Circuit 
court and then to the 
Supreme 


court* if necessary. 


Might Miss Appeal. 


The only "chance that the 
case 


may not go to a higher court is in 
the eventuality that Judge Munger 
denies the demurrer, allows the case 
to go to a jury trial, and the jury 
acquits the defendants. 


Appeal to the Supreme court was 


declared by both sides to be most 
desirable in order definitely to es- 
tablish for the benefit of the en- 
tire legal profession, the question 
whether or £ot congress has 
the 
authority to delve into the pmn-r- 
ies in which its members are elected. 


Although a number of minor is- 
sues were argued back and forth 
the end of the hearing found this 
to be the principal question to be 
decided. 
Mr. Allen, his colleague, Bobert 


W. Devos, and Grocer Norris' coun- 
sel, William E. Shuman of North 
Platte, each relied chiefly on the 
famous Newberry case, in which the 
Supreme court held the 1910 federal 
corrupt practices act to be uncon- 
stitutional as it applead to primar- 
ies. 


Van Pelt, who carried the burden 


of the government argument, and 
Mr. Sandall insisted that the New- 
berry case left the question open. 
They pointed out that, on the spe- 
cific question of whether congres- 
sional authority extended to pri- 
maries as well as to elections, the 
court divided four to four, with Jus- 
tice McKenna remaining silent. Mc- 
Kenna stated that the passage of 
the seventeenth amendment to the 
constitution may have changed the 
situation. This amendment oro- 
vided for the direct election of sen-

LINCOLN WATER 
PROJECT DISCUSSED 
AT OPEN MEETING 


Opposition to Ashland as a source 


of Lincoln's water supply was voiced 
at an open meeting attended by 
sixty Lincoln citizens, Friday eve- 
ning at the Nebraskan hotel. F. A. 
Good, candidate for city commis- 
sion, H. M. Wineland, and David 
Melson, principal speakers of the 
evening, emphatically denounced the 
Ashland project and bond issue. 
"I have yet to be shown a sound 


reason for taking Ashland as the 
site for the Lincoln water supply," 
Mr. Good declared. "I do not be- 
lieve that the immediate vicinity of 
Lincoln has been subjected to satis- 
factory tests and furthermore, if the 
Ashland project is accepted, I am 
certain that Lincoln water rates 
will be raised. It is impossible to 
increase the operating cost of the 
wells from the present $100,000 per 
year cost, to $311,000 per year and 
maintain the same water rate." 
Mr. Wineland confined his address 


to a short discussion of the cost of 
the Ashland scheme and to criticis- 
ing the way in which the investiga- 
tions to secure water have been 
placed before the public. 
Mr. Melson, a well driller, re- 


ported that a supply of good water 
is to be found in the vicinity west of 
Lincoln. 
Following the addresses, a discus- 


sion was conducted by Harry Lux, 
city council candidate, who presided 
as chairman of the meeting.

SCRAPS OF PAPER. 


What is rejected in the platform of a political par- 


ty should constitute as sacred, a pledge on its politi- 
cal leaders as the various planks incorporated in It. 


Governor Bryan,' reported to be exerting pressure 


upon members of his party in the legislature for the 
passage of a state Income tax, seems to have for- 
gotten his party refused to approve such a proposal 
last September. The governor, through the Lancaster 
county delegation, urged the democrats to go on rec- 
ord in favor of a state income tax. It was repudi- 
ated, as much through the efforts of the minority 
leader in the house, as any one man. 
The reason 


why it was turned down is no baffling mystery. 
It 


was brushed aside in the fear that such, a plank 
would endanger the party's chances in the November 
election. 


Tinder the circumstances, isn't it a bit strange the 


governor and his colleagues are turning heaven and 
earth to ram a state income tax law down the throats 
of the legislature? The governor frequently has had 
much to say about the sacredness of platform pledges. 
On more than one occasion he and his distinguished 
brother, the late W. J. Bryan, drew blood from politi- 
cal opponents because they chose to ignore the prom- 
ises made by the party. Apparently after a matter 
has been formally presented, fully discussed, and a 
decision adverse to the governor reached, he is not 
bound by that judgment. To be the last word, it must 
meet with his views. 


Unless th'is legislative session is to be drawn out 


interminably, there is no time in which to consider a 
matter which so vitally affects every citizen as a state 
income tax plan. Its advocates say there has been 
study. Yes, of the theoretical operation of the pro- 
posed law but there has been no study In connection 
with its application in this state, the effect which it 
will have on business and industry and the individual 
himself. At the very best it can be no more than a 
guess. The rates will have to be thrown together in 
crazy quilt fashion; the amount of revenue which it 
will produce is purely speculative. 
/ 


There is nothing which affects the individual citi- 


zen to a greater degree than taxation. Any program 
in connection with it should not be lightly considered 
or hastily thrown together. The possible consequences 
for evil are too great. The advocates of the state in- 
come tax repeatedly insist it will lighten the burden 
on real estate. That has not been the experience in 
Wisconsin, the state which has had it the longest. 
Property taxes there Increased from $33,000,000 to 
$122,000,000 in the eighteen years the income tax sys- 
tem has been in effect while income tax revenue in- 
creased from $1,000,000 to $20,000,000. The governor 
of Wisconsin, a son of the man responsible for the 
adoption of the program in that state, in his inau- 
gural address declared real'estate still carried 70 per 
cent of the tax burden, and to make it complete he 
is now urging a repeal of the provisions allowing de- 
ductions for income taxes paid. 


The people of the state should be given an oppor- 


tunity to say what they want. The plan can be care- 
fully studied and investigated by responsible party 
leaders and made a part of the political platforms in 
the fall of 1932. We say unhesitatingly now that 
neither the republican nor the democratic party will 
dare go on record in favor of a state income tax. 


A TRACED!' IN LINCOLN. 


A tragedy came to a climax in Lincoln during the 


past week with the sentencing of six youths to serve 
terms In state penal institutions. 


These six boys, ranging in age from 17 to 20 years 


had taken part in a number of robberies and holdups 
In this part of the state during the past month. With 
the success of each crime they became bolder and 
bolder. They copied the methods of gangsters, kid- 
naping their victims as they made their escape in 
motor cars and releasing them miles away from the 
place of the robberies. 


It was not a tragedy that the youths were captured 


or that they were sentenced. For their own good and 
for the best interests of society It is well that they 
were brought to justice. If the youths had evaded 
officers much longer they would probably have got- 
ten into more serious trouble. As it is they secured 
the minimum sentences for the~~crimes they commit- 
ted. 
Fire of them are sentenced to three years in 


the reformatory and the sixth one goes to the state 
industrial home. 


The tragedy is in the wrecking-of the lives of these 


young men. The future for them, of course, is far 
from hopeless. It is brighter now, perhaps, than dur- 
ing the past few months that they have been drift- 
ing down the road that led to prison. If they have 
learned their lesson and take advantage of what op- 
portunity there is for them to learn a trade and to 
develop a new attitude while in the reformatory, they 
may expect to start again in a few years with the 
strong possibility of making a success of life. 
The 


tragedy lies- in the opportunities they have neglected. 


What induced these youths to begin lives of crime? 


That is the question which interests society. 
The 


boys themselves undoubtedly would like to know the 
answer to it. Their rather unsatisfactory explana- 
tions were: "we needed money so we went out to get 
it;" "without work or anything to do one gets bad 
ideas;" "I did it because I couldn't get a job;" "I don't 
know;" and the desire for a thrill. 


Unemployment apparently was a contributing fac- 


tor in the delinquency of several of the youths, possi- 
bly the major cause In one case. It was not so much 
the need of money as the fact that they were "loaf- 
ing." The only member of the gang, who had regu- 
lar employment entered the robberies more in the 
search for adventure than for any other reason. 


The complete history of each boy's life would have 


to be studied to determine all the reasons why he 
chose the way of crime. Several of them had been 
in trouble before. But under just a little different 
circumstances eevry one of the boys would be playing 
a useful role in the community today. 


The unfortunate example provided by this gang 


calls the attention of Lincoln people to the social 
problems presented by crime. 
The solution is not 


found in Increasing the size of the prisons. It is in 
the continuation and strengthening of those agencies 
and institutions which help to adjust the youth to the 
complex life of today. 


Lincoln must attempt to give every individual the 


opportunity to work. The youth of this community 
must have the opportunity to gain the best educa- 
tion possible. The character building agencies rm^st 
continue their programs of attempting to guide the 
youth. The influence of the home must be exerted 
to a greater degree. 


There is no panacea for the evils which brought 


about the downfall of these youths. It would be much 
eaiser if there were. Society could seize' upon it, and 
with the support of the great majority of the citizens, 
jam it down the throats of the recalcitrants. Instead, 
however, the individual and the community must uti- 
lize each and every force in combatting conditions 
which lead to crime. It is a battle which must be 
waged continuously and unrelentlingly. 


WHERE ENOUGH IS A-PLENTY. 


"Little hope of an extra session" was the headline 


appearing over a news story from Washington the 
other day. It" quoted Senator Borah as saying that 
he saw no prospect of getting congress reconvened in 
advance of the regular date next December, in View 
of the president's 
unwillingness to call a 
special 


sitting. 


Who is there, anyway, that "hoped" for an extra 


session. Certainly not the great majority of people 
throughout the country, who are heartily sick and 
tired of the vocal performance congress has been, 
engaged in for the last year or more. Not the mer- 
chants and manufacturers who want a few months 
of peace and quiet during which business may have a 
chance to recuperate. Not the farmers who have been 
"relieved" almost to death by meddling polticians in 
both parties. Not the workingmen whose jobs depend 
on keeping the wheels of industry and commerce 
moving. Not even the unemployed, who have a keen- 
er interest than anyone else in seeing the anticipated 
upturn in business arrive. 


The only ones who really."hoped" for an extra ses- 


sion of congress, so far as can, be discerned, are the 
professional agitators who would rather see business 
continue dull and unemployment persist, because it 
would help them to spread the gospel of discontent 
over the land, than to have a speedy return of pros- 
perity which would disprove all their doleful prophe- 
cies and discredit them as political leaders. 


Congress has been one of the most damaging fac- 


tors the country has had to contend with in travel- 
ing the road back to normal conditions. It is a mighty 
good1 thing that yelping of congressional critics and 
faultfinders has been stopped for th» time being.

ANSWER. 


John Dryden is the author, and 


the entire stanza runs as follows: 


Happy the man, and happy he 


alone, 


He who can call today his own— 
We who, secure within, can say: 
Tomorrow do thy worst, for I have 


lived today! 


Come fair or foul, or rain or shine, 
The Joys I have possessed, in spite 


of fate, are mine, 


Not Heaven itself over the past 
hath power; 


But what .has been has been, and 


I have had my hour. 


Born in England in 1631, Dryden 


lived until 1700, 
during 
which 


period he became the acknowledged 
master of his art, and the con- 
summate critic 
whose 
standards 


regulated the 
literary' output of 


his day. A Protestant by birth and 
education, he became a Roman 
Catholic on the accession of James 
the Second. But he did not adjure 
his new faith at the Revolution 
under William the Third, and so 
lost his offices as poet laureate and 
historiographer royal, after. which 
he was thrown mainly 
upon his 


pen for support. He wrote poetry, 
plays and essays, and in his last 
decade, turned to those transla- 
tions of the classics which reveal 
his splendid scholarship. 


If you would further taste his 


quality, which is of the best, read 
his ode on "Alexander's Feast" and 
his two songs on St. Cecelia's Day. 
Dr. Samuel Johnson called Dry- 
den's "Ode to the Memory of Anne 
Killigrew" the noblest -of its kind 
in the language. He early mani- 
fested 
his 
genius 
in 
"Heroic 


Stanzas," a fine poem addressed to 
Oliver Cromwell as protector. But 
he was almost as impressive as a 
poet in his tribute to Charles the 
Second upon his restoration to the 
throne.

Both were right, though 
both were jeered by the politicians 
and the pundits. "Protection," "iso-

catchwords belong to the vocabu- 
lary of those who use them as 
slogans which attract so much and 
achieve so little. 


Thoughtful citizens who are not 


deluded by phrase-mongers reflect 
that actual 
conditions 
are 
the 


realities to be confronted, and cure- 
alls but imaginary ways of escape 
from 
commercial 
and industrial 


difficulties. 
I urge 
these 
argu- 


ments, not because I am opposed 
to free trade. 
On the contrary, 


there is much to be said for it, 
and many gifted economists favor 
it. But no system of exchange of 
goods can make permanent head- 
way against the prodigal waste of 
natural resources or the monopolies 
of capital or 
labor 
which alike 


hamper industrial development. 


The fiery cross of economy sent 


throughout every land will do more 
to increase their prosperity than 
particular theories 
about 
tariff. 


National expenditures have reached 
unprecedented heights. Municipal 
government costs more each year. 
Business 
necessities 
are ignored. 


Wild speculations spread like an 
epidemic. These are the foes of 
our temporal welfare. 
They are 


at heart Spiritual and not material 
antagonists. What we need is the 
sober mindedness. the 
sense of 


fair play, the diligence and the 
thrift which produce fine national 
character and which in turn such 
character produces.

Mineral deposits ranging from dia- 
monds and gold to borax and oil, 
huge forests, animals valuable for 
their pelts, extensive agricultural 
tracts, a soil so fertile that under 
cutivation it could feed the world, 
and many sections where the white 
man can flourish in the climate 
as well as others where he cannot 
—such is Africa. 


Machinery is being increasingly 


introduced and the latest tools and 
mechanical devices are now used 
in -the mines and on the surface. 
Railways have been built practic- 
ally from Cape Town to Cairo, and 
others are contemplated. Swamps 
are drained and dreaded fevers are 
being eliminated.

tions for the white man sieedily 
improve. The fruit ' and cotton 
products have already made them- 
selves felt

Europe and America. 


If the native populations 
could 


be kept immune from the vices of 
the so-called "civilized man," and 
native labor treated 
wisely and 


justly, with due regard for human 
rights, there would be no reason 
to doubt that Africa could, become 
for the next 200 years the theater 
of a surprising devgicpment for 
herself, with widespread commer- 
cial advantages for fhe world.

A TRAGEDY IN LINCOLN. 
A tra g edy ca m e to a clim a x in Lincoln during the 
{Nist week w ith the sentencing of six youths to serve 
term s in sta te pena l institutions. 
These six boys, ra ng ing in a g e from 17 to 20 yea rs 
ha d ta ken pa rt in a num ber of robberies and holdups 
In this part of the sta te during the pest m onth. 
W ith 
the success of ea ch crim e th ey beca m e bolder a nd 
bolder. 
'They copied the m ethods of g a ng sters, kid­ 
na ping their victim s a.s they m ade their esca pe in 
motor cars a nd relea sing them m iles a wa y from the 
place of the robberies. 
It was not a trag edy th a t the youths were ca ptured 
or th a t they were sentenced. 
For their own g ood and 
for the best Interests of society it is well th a t they 
were brought to justice. 
If the youths ha d eva ded 
officers m uch longer they would probably ha ve g ot­ 
ten into m ore serious trouble. 
As it is they secured 
the m inim um sentences for the crim es they com m it­ 
ted. 
Five o f them are sentenced to three yea rs in 
the reform a tory a nd the sixth one g oes to th e sta te 
industria l hom e. 
The tra g edy is in the wreck’ing o f the lives of these 
young m en. 
T he future for them , of course, is fa r 
from hopeless. 
It is brig hter now, perha ps, th a n dur­ 
ing the pa st few m onths th a t they ha ve been drift­ 
ing down th e road tha t led to prison. 
If th ey ha ve 
lea rned their lesson a nd ta ke a dva nta g e of w h a t op­ 
portunity there is for them to lea rn a tra de a nd to 
develop a new a ttitude w hile In the reform a tory, they 
m ay expect to sta rt a g a in in a few yea rs w ith the 
strong pas.siblllty of m a king a success of life. 
T he 
tragedy lle.s in the opportunities they ha ve neg lected. 
W ha t Induced these youths to beg in lives of crim e? 
T ha t is the question w hich Interests society. 
The 
boys them selves undoubtedly would like to know the 
a nswer to it. 
Their ra ther unsa tisfa ctory exp la n a ­ 
tions were: “ we needed m oney so we w ent out to g et 
it;“ "w ithout work or a nyth in g to do one g ets bad 
idea s;” “ I did it because I couldn’t g et a J ob;“ “ I don’t 
know ;” a nd the desire for a thrill. 
U nem ploym ent a ppa rently wa s a contributing fa c­ 
tor in the delinquency of severa l of th e youths, possi­ 
bly the m a jor ca use in one ca se. 
It w a s not so m uch 
the need of m oney a s th e fa ct th a t they were "loa f­ 
ing .” 
T he only m em ber of th e g a ng , who h a d reg u­ 
lar em ploym ent entered the robberies more in the 
sea rch for a dventure th a n for a ny other rea son. 
The com plete history of ea ch boy’s life w ould have 
to be studied to determ ine a ll the rea sons w hy he 
chose the w a y of crime. 
Severa l of them ha d been 
in trouble before. 
But under just a little different 
circum sta nces eevry one of th e boys would be pla ying 
a useful role in the com m unity today. 
T he unfortuna te exa m ple provided by th is g a ng 
ca lls the nttent^^n of Lincoln people to 
the 
socia l 
problems presented by crim e. 
T he solution is not 
found in increa sing the size o f the prisons. 
It is in 
the continua tion a nd stren g thening of those a g encies 
a nd Institutions wh.'ch help to a djust the youth to the 
com plex life of today. 
Lincoln mu.st a ttem pt to g ive every Individua l the 
opportunity to work. 
T he youth of this com m unity 
m ust ha ve the opportunity to g a in th e best educa ­ 
tion po.ssible. 
T he cha ra cter building a g encies mi^*!t 
continue their prog ra m s of a ttem pting to g uide the 
youth. 
T he influence of the hom e m ust be exerted 
to a g rea ter degree. 
There 1s no pa na cea for the evils 
w hich 
broug ht 
about the dow nfa ll of these youths. It would be much 
ea iser if there were. 
Society could seize upon It. a nd 
w ith the .support of the g rea t m a jority of th e citizens, 
jam it down the throa ts of the reca lcitra nts. 
Instea d, 
however, the individua l a nd the com m unity m u st u ti­ 
lize ea ch a nd every force in 
com ba tting 
conditions 
which lea d to crime. 
It is a ba ttle w hich m ust be 
waged continuously a nd unrelentllng ly.

Barnard, Ban Johnson 
Qet Final Summons 
Within a Single Day 


CHICAGO, March 28 — (AP) — Sixteen hours apart, 


death today claimed two of the most powerful forces of the 
baseball 
world — Ernest E. Barnard, president of the 


American league, and his bitter enemy, Byron Bancroft 
Johnson, fiery founder of the league. 


By a strange stroke of Providence, their deaths ended 


one of the bitterest feuds ever to exist in the national pas- 
time. Johnson was ousted from the American league, his 
life dream and achievement, after his stormy quarrels with 
Kenesaw Mountain Landis, commissioner of organized base- 
ball and a stormy petrel himself, in 1927 and Barnard, then 
president of the Cleveland Indians, succeeded him.

The fiery Johnson, better known 


to baseball's ' milions as "Fighting 
Ban," died in a St. Louis hospital at 
8:10* a. m. today after a lingering 
illness, which he resisted with his 
characteristic 
fighting 
qualities. 


Barnard died unexpectedly at, 4:30 
p. n:. yesterday at Rochester, Minn., 
of a hieart attack. 
Barnard's death was as unexpect- 


ed as Johnson's was expected, 
yew even knew he was ill. Follow- 
ing his return from his usual tour of 
the spring baseball camps, he com- 
plained to a few intimate friends 
that he was not 
feeliiig well and 


that he would go to the Mayo 
Brothers' clinic at Rochester, Minn., 
for an examination. But neither he 
nor his friends took his illness ser- 
iously. The big strapping Ameri- 
can league president appeared well, 
ever, when he went for his exam- 
ination.

Clashed With Comiskey, 


Johnson's hitter fight, which ul- 


1 imately ended with his ouster from 
the American league, which he 
founded in 1000 and which he forced 
the National league to recognize in 
1903 
started during the world series 


scandal of 1919, a story told with, 
many versions, ^rom the best in- 
formation obtainable, Charles A. 
Comiskey, owner of the White Sox 
and "baseball's old Roman," heard 
lhat the series with the Cincinnati 
Reds was not exactly on the square 
after the second gamp and gave 
Johnson, then president of the 
league, what information he had. 
Johnson investigated and advised 
Comiskey he had found nothing to 
get excited about. 
Comiskey insisted, but nothing 


more was "done until after the Reds 
had upset the baseball world by 
winning the world title. 
Then the 


true story of how several White Sox 
players 'had "sold out" came to 
light. 
Old Friends Become Enemies. 
Comiskey stormed at Johnson and 


the fiery Ban stormed back and the 
two were never friends again. As 
a result of that scandal, Landis was 
appointed commissioner of organ- 
ized baseball with profound dicta- 
torial powers. 
Landis, just as domineering and 


possessing just as stormy a nature 
as Johnson, soon clashed with the 
American league president. 
They 


quarrelled over leadership, explod- 
ed frequently and Boomed louder 
and Jouder. Soon it was inevitable 
that either Landis or Johnson would 
have to get out of baseball. Landis, 
backed by most of the club owners, 
won out. Johnson was ousted by 
the American league club 
owners 


and Barnard, one of Johnson's 
greatest antagonists among the club 
owners, succeeded him. 


Forever Kept His Peace. 


Wild reports that Johnson would 


'•blow up" the baseball world with, 
liis "inside story." however, never 
materialized, as the father of the 
leagna retired broken in spirit and 
in health and forever kept his peace. 


Barnard was the exact antithesis 


of Johnson in nature. He was quiet, 
diplomatic and silent on all reports 
of internal dissension, if any, in the 
baseball 
world. He ana Landis 


harmonizing perfectly and 
peace 


again reigned in the baseball world. 
Just as-everyone loves a fighter, 


right or wrong, the baseball world 
today mourned the passing of the 
two baseball chiefs, Johnson 
and 


Barnard. Messages of condolence
